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Wife Strangled and Husband Ends 


Life with Revolver Shot 


•PORTAGE bAKE, Me., 
Sept., 7— 


A double -tragedy was revealed here 
tonight when ^a selectman and other 
town officials forced an entrance to 
tlio home of Daniel G. Emery a for- 
mer resident of Boston, and found the 
boldies of Emery and his wife in,'one 
of the bedrooms. Mrs., Emery had 
l)een strangled to death in the.opinion 
of the town authorities, and Emery's 
death was due to one or more bullet 
wounds in the head. 


The body of the woman was covered 


by her night robe, and had the ap- 
jiearanco of having been pushed into 
the corner of the room 'where it was 
found. 


Emery's body was stretched on the 


bed and a revolver was clasl>ed in one 
hand. His. head was badly mutilated. 


After a preliminary examination the 


officiate reported to coroner William 


F. Bu/,zell of Houlton lhat in their 
opinion there had been a murder and 
suicide. The coroner will arrive here 
tomorrow and make an investigation. 
Meanwhile the bodies will be undis_ 
turbed. 


The discovery of the bodies resulted 


from the anxiety of neighbors, who 
had seen neither Emery or his wife 
since last Wednesday. 


Emery was about 50 years of age,, 


and his wife was 10 years his junior, 


He moved here several years ago 


from Chelsea, and was known to have 
considerable money and some proper- 
ty. He was marled two years ago in 
a Massachusetts city. 


It was thought by the authorities 


that Mrs. Emery was killed Wednea_ 
day night or yesterday morning, and 
that Emery did not take his own life 
until last night when he realized that' 
his wife was dead.
